SIR CHARLES HASTINGS CLINICAL PRIZE 
The Sir Charles Hastings Clinical Prize, which consists 
of an illuminated certificate and a money award of fifty 
guineas, is again open for competition in respect of 1932. 
The following are the regulations governing the award: 


1. The prize is established by the Council of the British 
Medical Association for the promotion of systematic observa- 
tion, research, and record in general practice ; it includes 
a money award of the value of fifty guineas. 

2. Any member of the Association who is engaged in general 
practice is eligible to compete for the prize. 

3. The work submitted must include personal observations 
and experiences collected by the candidate in general practice, 
and a high order of excellence will be required. If no essay 
entered is of sufficient merit no award will be made. 

4. Essays, or whatever form the candidate desires his work 
to take, must be sent to the British Medical Association House, 
Tavistock Square, London, W.C.1, not later than December 
31st, 1931, and the prize will be awarded at the Annual 
General Meeting of the Asscciation to be held in London in 
July, 1932. 

5. No study or essay that has been published in the medical 
press or elsewhere will be considered eligible for the prize, and 
a contribution offered in cne year cannot be accepted in any 
subsequent year unless it includes evidence of further work. 

6. If any questicn arises in reference to the eligibility of 
the candidate, or the admissibility of his or her essay, the 
decision of the Council on any such point shall be final.” 

7. Each essay must be typewritten or printed, must be 
distinguished by a motto, and must be accompanied by a 
sealed envelope marked with the same motto, and enclosing 
the candidate’s name and address. 
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8. The writer of the essay to whom the prize is awarded 
may, on the initiative of the Science Committee, be requested 
to prepare a paper on the subject for publication in the 
British Medical Journal or for presentation to the appropriate 
Section of the Annual Meeting of the Association.

Kenya BRANCH 
neral meeting of the Kenya Branch was held 
eet The following officers were elected for 1931: 

President, Dt. H. L. Gordon. President-Elect, Dr. R. W. Burkitt. 
Vice-President. Dr. M. Mackinnon. Treasurer, Dr. A, C. King. 
Secretary, Dr. W. G. S. Hopkirk. 

The outgoing secretary, Dr. McCacpin, in his report, said 
that the year started with the Laveran jubilee celebration 
meetings, which were a great success, over fifty members 
being present. There were eight regular meetings of the 
Branch, the average attendance being eighteen. The member- 
ship at the. close of 1930 was 120, as compared with 113 at 
the end of 1929. In April Dr. Robert G. Cochrane, secretary 
of the British Empire Leprosy Relief Association, lectured 
on leprosy, its diagnosis and treatment. 

The report. of the Branch Council for 1930 was then pre- 
sented. It stated that the council had met nine times, and had 
had an unusually large amount of business to deal with. 
Among the items calling for special notice was the scheme for 
a combined hospital. After prolonged discussion the proposal 
was supported by a large majority of the council, and after 
consideration by an ordinary meeting of the Branch, which 
also gave its approval, a recommendation was forwarded to 
HE. the late Governor. More recently there had been pro- 

ls for an alteration in the management of the European 
ospital, and also a proposition to establish a scheme 
whereby non-official members of the public might obtain 
medical attention on a contributory basis. These matters 
were considered by the council to be so far-reaching that it 
nominated a strong committee to deal with them. At the last 
meeting of the Branch this proposal was adopted, and _ the 
committee, consisting of the president, the president-elect, 
and the past-presidents, under the ch irmanship of Dr. Jex- 
Blake, had started work. The Director of the Medical and 
Sanitary Services had consented to act in an advisory 
capacity, and Dr. A. C. King had been appointed secretary. 
The council once again had to draw the attention of the 
Government to the fact that its promise to consult the Branch 
in proposed legislation affecting the profession had_ not -been 
adhered to. Several ethical matters had been referred to the 
Ethical Committee, and the council was gratified to know 
that it was being recognized as the only body capable of 
dealing with certain professional questions. In conclusion, 
the council recorded its indebtedness to Dr. McCaldin, who had 
devoted so much time to its work, and particularly to the 
arrangements made for the annual meeting. 

Dr. H. L. Gordon’s présidential address was entitled ‘‘ The 
social aspect of the curious history of syphilis.’’ In the 
course of this very interesting survey he gave reasons for 
believing that syphilis came to Europe from Africa as well 
as from America. Support for this historical hypothesis was 
derived from the application of Archdall Reid’s theory of 
disease selection to the study of the incidence of syphilis 
among races. 

Dr. Gordon’s address was followed by three days’ discus- 
sion on syphilis and yaws, in which the relation between the 
two diseases was approached from a refreshingly new stand- 
point in some very able papers. These will be published 
in the Kenya Medical Journal. Without exception, the papers 
and discussions confirmed the belief that syphilis was extra- 
ordinarily mild in Central Africa generally, and that among 
tertain native races it was quite uncommon. Perhaps the 
nost interesting feature of statistics given by Dr. Gilks and 
tthers was that they showed that wherever yaws was highly 
prevalent syphilis was very low in incidence. One observer 
(Dr. Connolly) advanced a theory of reciprocal immunity. 
Another point brought out by Dr. Sequeira and others, said 
Dr. Gordon, was the rarity of congenital syphilis. 

On the evening of the first day there was a reception by the 
president and council; on the following evening a dance was 
teld; and the annual dinner took place on the third evening. 
On the afternoon of January 24th the members competed for 
the Gilks golf cup, which was won by Dr. Connolly. 


METROPOLITAN CounTIES BRANCH: LEWISHAM DIVISION 
A meeting of the Lewisham Division was held at the Town 
Hall, Catford, S.E.6, on March 17th, when the chairman of 
the Division, Dr. F. Hupson Evans, presided. Dr. W. A. 
Go_psmiTH gave an address on some skin diseases and their 
treatment, illustrated by lantern slides. The subjects dis- 
cussed by him included secondary syphilitic eruptions and 
alopecia, ringworm of nail-bed treated by 6 per cent. 


benzoic acid and 4 per cent. salicylic acid in vaseline, nail- 
bed infections treated by pure carbolic, ringworm of scalp 
treated by x rays or thallium acetate, warts, and condylo- 
mata of the vulva. He regarded warts as due to a filterable 
virus ; they could be treated by diathermy or cautery under 
a general anaesthetic; x rays were useful for warts on the 
soles of the feet. 

Drs. F. Hupson Evans, Cuarstey, Gray, and BucHAN 
joined in the subsequent discussion. On the motion of Dr. 
CHARSLEY, seconded by Dr. W. B. WALKER, a vote of thanks 
was accorded to the lecturer for his interesting address. 


SOUTHERN BRANCH: PortsMoUTH DivisION 
The sixth scientific meeting of the session of the Portsmouth 
Division was held at the Queen’s Hotel, Southsea, on March 
12th, when the chairman, Dr. Jeans, presided, and fifty 
members were present, of whom twenty-five sat down to the 
preceding supper. 

Mr. W. Row.ey Bristow gave an address on the principles 
of the treatment of fractures as shown in fractures of the 
upper limb. The lecture was illustrated by lantern slides 
of recent cases occurring in his practice, and the application 
of remedial measures was demonstrated on a model. Another 
feature of the lecture was the emphasis laid on the medico-. 
leg: . importance of having x-ray photographs taken both 
before and after treatment, although in the country it was 
often necessary to apply treatment without waiting for the 
necessary radiograph. In the subsequent discussion Drs. 
Beaton, BoswortH Wricut, Martin, JEANS, DEwHURST, 
DoroTHEA TayLor, and MuGGLeton took part. On the 
motion of Dr. BLackman, seconded by Dr. H. H. Boypen, 
a hearty vote of thanks was accorded to Mr. Rowley Bristow. 


SOUTHERN BrancH: SOUTHAMPTON DIVISION 
A general meeting of the Southampton Division was held at 
the Royal South Hants and Southampton Hospital on March 
18th, when eighteen members and two visitors were present. 
Dr. S. B. Chambers was elected representative in the Repre- 
sentative Body for 1931-32, and Dr. N. W. MacKeith deputy 
representative. 

Dr. H. CricHton-MILLeER delivered a British Medical Asso- 
ciation Lecture on body and mind in functional nervous 
disorders. He pointed out that whereas the older approaches 
to these conditions were anatomical and affective, the more 
modern approaches were biochemical, metabolic, and 
analytical. From the point of view of treatment these 
modern approaches were much more helpful. The lecturer 
answered many questions raised in the subsequent discussion. 
On the proposition of Dr. M. R. Taytor, a cordial vote of 
thanks was accorded the lecturer. Members and visitors then 
took tea at the invitation of the chairman.

CHANGE OF DOCTOR 

S1r,—In the Supplement for May 2nd appears a communica- 
tion under this heading. The manner in which the Ministry . 
of Health has succeeded in bringing into effect an alteration 
in the Regulations under which insured persons can change 
their doctor only quarterly does not seem to have received 
the attention of Insurance Committees and Panel Committees 
which it merits. 

The terms of service form part of a contract between an 
Insurance Committee and the insurance practitioners, and 
unless there is some express power, at the moment undis- 
coverable, to that effect reserved, no contract can be altered 
by Regulations made by a department which is not a party to 
the contract. The Insurance Committee may alter the terms 
of service, subject to the approval of the Ministry, and as from 
a date which he approves. There appears to be nothing in 
the Regulations to compel an Insurance Committee to alter 
the terms of service if it does not approve of the alteration. 
The Insurance Committee must consult the Panel Committee 
in all cases when it decides that an alteration of the terms 
of service is desirable, unless that change has been brought 
about as a result of the coming into force of any Act of 
Parliament or is one approved of by the Minister after con- 
sultation with central negotiating bodies representing the 
insurance practitioners and Insurance Committees. Even in 
such cases there is nothing to prevent an Insurance Committee 
from consulting a Panel Committee if it thinks fit so to do. 
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The draft forms of notitication to insurance practitioners 
by Insurance Committees, prepared for economy’s sake at the 
Ministry, uphold the right of decision as to an alteration 
to be in the power of an Insurance Committee, the phrases 
being: ‘‘ the Insurance Committee have decided ; the 
Minister ‘‘ has revised the terms of service for insurance 
practitioners by virtue of the powers conferred on the com- 
mittee. (Italics mine.) Both the Insurance Acts Com- 
mittee, representing the insurance practitioners, and the 
National Association of Insurance Committees, representing 
Insurance Committees, object to the new drait regulations 
altering the conditions for change of doctor. 

It is unfortunate—as it creates a precedent—that so many 
Insurance Committees, contrary to their own convictions, 
have so weakly acquiesced in and adopted the dictated 
alterations. Many committees have decided that the change 
is quite unnecessary, and therefore are taking no action, thus 
preserving something of their independence of the insidious 
encroachments, by dictation, of bureaucratic control. Insur- 
ance Committees are not bodies subjected to political in- 
fluence, and in the great majority of instances are now work- 
ing harmoniously with the insurance practitioners for one 
common object. They therefore deserve the assistance and 
ever-watchful aid of Panel and Local Medical Committees. 
The Minister of Health, whatever may be the protestations 
to the contrary that we hear or read, is totally uninterested 
in public or private health when subjected to party political 
pressure, succumbing, as in two recent instances (of which 
change of doctor is one), quickly if sufficient of it is brought 
to bear on him. We shall find that he will do so again and 
again. If we do not watch carefuliy medicine will become 
harnessed to politics. It is therefore ail the more necessary 
that non-party political bodies as Insurance Committees and 
Panel Committees should co-operate to retain their respective 
independence.—I am, etc.,

Complaint of Canvassing 

The committee discussed a report from the Ethical Com- 
mittee regarding a complaint by one practitioner against 
another with respect to canvassing an insured patient to 
transfer herself to his list. The subcommittee, after inquiry, 
found no evidence of deliberate canvassing, but thought that 
the use by the practitioner of the printed transfer form which 
he had handed to the patient was to be condemned, and, 
further, that an inquiry he had made as to this particular 
patient’s health, and whether she had a panel docter, was 
highly injudicious. 

One member of the committee thought that a penalty 
should have been imposed, but another held that it should 
be borne in mind that it was the custom of many practitioners, 
it not to have a printed form, certainly to write out a little

form for patients to send on. Dr. Annis, chainagaaalll 
Ethical Committee, said that actually the handing cat 
the form was not against any regulation, though eatin 
against medical ethics. 

The committee approved of action whereby the

Claim for Payment for Anaesthetist 

Arising out of a recommendation that accounts for 
services of a second practitioner should be disallowed in con.

mouth, the CHAIRMAN said that the committee’s method wa 
not to interfere with the practitioner’s opinion as tg 
necessity of an anaesthetic, though he must admit that there 
had been a comparatively large number of cases in Which a 
anaesthetic appeared not to be necessary. Dr, Partring: 
said that the procedure of the committee was only bj 
altered in the sense that a little further explanation jg 
doubtful cases was required from the practitioner. After all, 
the committee were trustees of the moneys of London practi. 
tioners, and should not vote them away without reasonabj, 
precaution. 


A Medical Service Subcommittee Case 

On the motion of Dr. GreGG, seconded by Dr. Baty, ty 
committee unanimously recorded its disagreement with th 
recommendation of the Insurance Committee that in a receg 
case a practitioner, in addition to paying a fine of £20, shou 
be required to reimburse the patient the sum of £1 2s, 
in respect to the administration of insulin. Dr. Gregg gi 
that the general behaviour of the practitioner was such tht 
there was ample justification for criticism and censure, by 
there was, nevertheless, some element of injustice in connexigy 
with the amount to be reimbursed. It appeared that th 
patient had been too nervous regularly to administer insu 
to herself, and no one in the house was capable of doing 9, 
Therefore the practitioner arranged for his own nurse to giv 
insulin. A time came when that was discontinued, and fo 
a period the patient had been left entirely to her om 
resources to arrange for injections. She had no alternatiy 
but to go to the district nurse, and it was in that connexion 
that the practitioner was asked to reimburse the insure 
person the amount of £1 2s. 6d. *
